Bomb Believed To Be Cause 
Of Air Crash Killing 345

PARIS (UPI) — A prelimi­ 
nary report on the crash of a 
Turkish Airlines DC10 jetliner 
said today a bomb explosion 
could have brought clown the 
widebodied aircraft which nose­ 
dived to earth from 13,000 feet 
Sunday, killing 345 persons in 
aviation’s worst disaster.

Gilbert Dreyfus who is leading 
the inquiry. ‘The report states 
that

important number of them,’ 
the sources said. 
Turkish airline sources in 
Istanbul said the airline had 
information that three Japanese 
and two Arabs aboard the 
crashed plane were guerrillas. 
They said the five had planned 
to sabotage a British Airways 
flight from Paris to London but 
were transferred to the Turkish 
plane because of a strike by 
British engineers in London and 
that their bombs exploded in 
flight.

reported guerrillas were linked 
with the seizure later in the day 
of a British Airways jet after 
takeoff 
from 
Beirut. 
Arab 
coin mandos blew up the air­ 
craft 
in

letting 102 persons on board 
flee the plane. 
Most of the victims in the 
Turkish Airlines crash were 
believed to be Britons, includ­ 
ing a police amateur rugby 
team, although no passenger 
list was available. The number

Embassy in London said the 
victims included its cultural 
attache, Dr. Wayne Wilcox, his 
wife and two of their children.

Arabs Hijack British Plane 
With 92 Passengers Abroad

A M S T E R D A M (UPI) — 
“ This is your new captain,” 
came a voice in broken English 
over

loudspeaker. 
Inside the passenger compart­ 
ment, worried travelers “got 
that sinking feeling.” 
Two young Arab hijackers 
seized 
the

VC10. carrying 92 passengers 
and 10 
crewmen,

afternoon 90 minutes after the 
four-engine jetliner took off 
from Beirut on a flight to 
London, 
Three hours later, the guerri! 
las ordered 
passengers and 


crew out of the blue, silver and 
white plane at Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol airport and used the 
duty-free whiskey and perfume 
aboard 
fuel to burn and blow 
up the aircraft. 
All the passengers as well as 
the two commandos slid to 
sa ety down the plane’s emer­ 
gency chutes before the blaze 
touched off plastic explosives 
left behind in the aircraft.

explosions, but the jet was not 
expected to be a total loss.

Orly field sources said the 
passenger search before takeoff 
was normal and that the plane 
was searched for explosives 
and none was found.

General Foods had a record third quarter 
earnings ending in December 29th. Earnings 
climbed 12.4 per cent to a $30.4 million. The 
president attributed their profit to a rise in 
selling price to offset boosts in the cost of food 
raw materials. 
It would be interesting to compare the 
earnings of other food companies, particular­ 
ly meat packers, such as Armour and also 
have a comparative earnings for General 
Mills and other large corporations who have 
almost a monopoly on the distribution of 
certain packaged products. 
Other towns are having sewer crisis. The 
engineers at Carmel, for example, have 
recommended that no new subdivisions can 
be approved because the interceptor sewer 
lines are overloaded. Mill Valley, California 
has restricted all building until they are able 
to get an adequte sewer and water supply. 
Milroy now has a water system but the 
town council is hoping that a central sewer 
system can be financed. At present, ground 
water is saturated and local residents 
complain of basements flooded with water 
that is foul smelling. 
The federal government keeps wanting to 
raise the standard of living in all the 
emerging nations. They send millions (or is it 
Billions abroad) To finance water and sewer 
systems in American towns would certainly 
raise the standard of living and improve 
health conditions in our country. Many many 
years ago, Franklin Roosevelt dreamed up a 
plan called the Resettlement Administration, 
this gave 40 acres of land, a mule, and a small 
house with a bathroom to any poverty 
stricken family. The only drawback was that 
no water was supplied to the house. No septic 
tank provided. The bathtub usually ended up 
as a catch all or a place to start tomato 
olants. But no bureaucrat wanted to hear 
this. Never to my knowledge has central 
water or central sewer system been financed 
100 per cent by a federal grant... but is not 
pure water and a good sewage system as 
much of a “right” as free education? 
Feature stories in papers in various 
locations in our country write that garbage 
may someday be our source of energy. 
A recent story in the Washington Post 
explained that Western Europe has a 
successful system for turning garbage into 
electricity. “Everything from beer cans to 
banana peels are being tossed into a special 
incinerator” writes Bill Gold. 
With their equipment, the garbage is 
converted into steam and the steam is turned 
into electricity. 
This same plan has been put into effect in 
West Germany, the Netherlands, and Swit­ 
zerland. It was used long before the oil crisis. 
Ecology and the wise use and production of 
power has been important to them for many 
years. 
Although the method is in its infancy, 
statistics show that six per cent of all 
electricity used in Amsterdam, seven per 
cent of electricity used in Frankfurt, is 
produced by this method. There are 16 power 
plants based on this principle in use in West 
Germany.

It is 
time we pulled the old-fashioned word, sin, 
back into our vocabulary If we would save 
our souls it will be after we stop joking about 
sin and allow' the full impact of its meaning 
to knock us to our knees in real repentance. 
I'll take my chances with the Bible and run 
the risk of seeming odd to the followers of 
Freud To me. sin is an awful word, and has 
been ever since I realized that I myself was a 
sinner But. thank God, Jesus Christ came to 
deliver us from sin! — not to license it.
